Sol Fisher Bids 
Justice Probe

Circuit owner Sol Fishe nas re 
quested the | S Dept of Justice 
to take action against United Art 
ists here for alleged discrimination 
against two of his local ne ibo 
hood theatres in connection w 
the company’s new releasing plai 
which he claims is illegal 

For 11 of the local subsequent 
run uptown houses 28 days has 
been the earliest availability until 
recently when United Artists 
alone among the distributors, in- 
stituted a 14-day slot calling for a 
minimum 11-day run applicable 
however, to only six such theatres 
and not including Fisher's pair 

After Fisher protested United 
Artists agreed the 14-day slot also 
should be available for one of the 
four theatres east of the Mississip 
pi River that had been excluded, 
making seven 14-day availability 
houses in all. However, it decreed 
that the four theatres would have 
to bid competitively for each 14- 
day release to obtain the one 
earlier availability and the bid 
must include a $1,200 minimum 
rental guarantee 

Fi r’s two houses involved are 
located with the two others « of 
the Mississippi River. However, in 
his complaint to the D. of J. he 
pointed out that the four theatres 
are considerably distant apart. Ac- 
cordingls he contended these 
houses are not “competitive” and 
he should not be required to bid 
for his two theatres to land the 
14-day availability 

Also, Fisher asserted that the 
$1,200 guarantee against percent 
age is not required by United Art 
ists of other 28-day theatres lo- 
cated west of the Mississippi and 
given 14-day slot. Therefore 
he claims, this is “discriminatory 
against his two 28-day non-art 


houses (he also owns and operates 


a third local neighborhood house, 
the “fine arts” Campus 

W R Frank's neighborhood 
Boulevard, in south Minneapolis, 
also has been excluded from U. A.’'s 
14-day availability, although it al- 
ways has been in the 28-day slot 
too.
